Plttshuif,'. April l.'i. — As a result of 
A dispute that tor a week haa involved 
•mployes of Um W. D«w«m Wood 
plant of the American Sheet Bte«l 
company at McKeesport. about half of 
the mtn are on strikf and operation 
of tlie plant is badly crippled. Tiie 
cause of thetrouble was the recent 
discharge of sewn onen who, the men 
clRlm, were dtsmlNsed because thoy 
are members of the newly organized 
lodge of the Amalgamated usEocla- 
tion. All is Quiet about the works. 
None of the strikers are loitering 
about the mill and there is no pros- 
pect of trouble. Members of the firm 
say they will continue to operate their 
plants, and if they are troubled by 
Strikers at McKeesport thfy will ship 
their material elsewhere for manufac- 
ture. The mill employs about 800 men. 

The event Is looked on as moment- 
ous throughout the iron and steel 
trade of the country from the fact that 
it is the first conflict between organ- 
ized labor and the United States steel 
corporation, and because of the an- 
nounced Intention of President T. .1. 
Shaffer, the head of the Amalgamate d 
Aasoi ion of Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers to tie up every plant of the 
eoaiMnt. steel, tin, tuba, structural 
Iron, wire, and all. it necessary, to win 
the tght for the avBociation. 

As to Ihi' chance that the men in all 
the aiiiia of the United States ste<l 
fOriiorallon will be cnilcd out no on 
connected with the manfigement of 
any of the organ isrd plants in the 
new corporation will consent to be 
quoted. The only underlying compa 
nies in the new cDriio.-atiem. whose 
mills arc entirely independent of the 
Amalgamated association are the Car 
negle interests and the National Tube 
company. The mills of the American 
Steel Hoop company, the American 
Tin Plate company and the Republic 
Iron and Steel company are all organ 
organized, while most of those of the 
American Sheet company and the Na 
i tional steel company are all organ- 
National Steel, American Steel and 
Wire anvl American Uridine plants 
work under the Amalgamated associa 
tion. Most of tke American Steel and 
^lr« plants are coatrolled by the rod 
Bill men and their asioclatton. 

Unkaown to Arthur. 

CleTeland, April 16.-H3rand Chief 
Arthur of the Brotherhood of Locome 
tive Engineers says he received uo 
official information concerning the re 
ported settlement of the grteranceB of 
the engineers and flremea on the Cen 
tral railroad of New Jersey. "If the 
newspaper reports are true." said Mr 
Arthur, "and the engineers and fire- 
men have settled, leaving the train- 
men and telegraphers to shift for 
themselves, a treat mistake has been 
made. The chiefs of the five organl 
satlons represented on the road enter 
ed into a written agreement to work 
together in the matter. In other words, 
all the organizations were to be in 
eluded in any adjustment of gii^v 
ances. As a result of this agreemeht 
the ongineers and firemen could not 
honorably settle without the consent 
of the other organization." 

Western Strike to Go On. 
Indianapolis, April 15. — The execn- 
tivo board of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, in session here, has 
decided to continue the strike in the 
bitiiminou!? coal fluids of Kansas. Ar- 
kansas and Indian Territory. This 
strike has been in progress moret ban 
two years, and has already coat the 
national organisation an Immense 
amount of money. The board has just 
granted provision for continuing the 
rtdlef fund, with which over H.ooo min- 
ers and their families are being main- 
tained. The strike was declared be- 
cause the operators refused to grant 
an sdvance of 10 per cent, but non- 
union nun. who we're imported to take 
the strikers* places, were paid the in- 
crease demanded by the organization. 

Plttaburg, April IS.— Window «lass 
manufacturers are arranging for a 

meeting for Wednesday to consider 
the extension of the tire, which it has 
been announced will end May 11, ac- 
cording to the understanding between 
the manufacturers and National Job- 
bers' association. Many of the inde- 
pendent concerns are anxious to keep 
the factories open until June 15, and 
the general belief is that this will be 
done, as n^py requests hAve come In 
recently Mr the exetehalon. iknd the 
feeling of the workmen is general that 
jUne fire should not be suspended un 
tU at least a month later. 



strike at St. Paul. 
Pt. Paul. April 1,-.. About 200 mem- 
bers of the St. Paul union of the 
Brotherhood of Painters, Paperhangers 
f nd Djscorators quit work because the 
agreement offered the painters by the 
Jotirneymen's union Saturday has not 
been accepted. About one third of the 
masters have signed the agreement 
and are employing union men. 

Strike Order Ignored. 
I.niilf ville, April 15 — The coal min- 
ers in Hopkins, Christian and Webster 
counties^ thla atat*. wera ord«r*4 
some tima ago by the praaidcot of tha 
United Mine Workers to strike Mon- 
day, and had the order been obeyed 
alicut .■!,000 men would have been idle. 
Only about 2 per cent of the miners 
are ^ald to have struck, and the mines 
are oparating as usuaL Tha mlaara 
and tha United Mlnr^' offlclals are at 
variance as to whetSar there should 
be a strike in the territory, and the 
order for the strike was the second 
that A majority of the men dlaobaya4. 

Decree Against A. F. of L. 
Philadelphia, April 15. — The su 
preme court of Pennsylvania in an 
opinion holds that membart of the 
American Federation of Labor have no 
riplit to entice apprentices working in 
a factory to become members of the 
Glass Workers' union.

Buffalo Boilermakers Btrike. 
Buffalo, April 16. — About 800 boiler 
makers, helpers and heaters, employ 
ed in local shops, went on strike for 

higher wages. The bollermakers 
struck out of sympathy. The concerns 
affected are A. R. Farrar, Trofts, How- 
ard ft Roberts. Rltter Brothers ft Co., 
Eagle boiler works and Oldman & 
Cousins. 



Shamokin 6ilk Mill BUrted. 
Shamokin. Pa., April 16. — The Sha- 
mokin Silk Mill company started up 
after an idleness of six weeks caused 
by the 300 employes being locked out 
because tt^ey insisted on their union 
being recognised. The company noti- 
fied the girls that their organisation 
will be recognized.

Washington, April l,".— The United 
States supreme court decided a number 
of cases involving the validity In one 
state of divorce decrees granted in 
other states. ^The court held pra< ti 
cally that in cases in whii h the decree 
is granted in states, where the hus- 
band and wife have made their legal 
residence, it is yalid in any part of the 
United States, but that in other cases 
in which there is no legal residence 
in the state in whi( h the decree is 
granted they are invalitK The opin- 
ions were handed down by Justice 
Gray, and involved the cases of Ath 
arton vs. Atherton. Bell vs. Ball and 
Streilwolf vs. Streihvolf. 

In tile Atlii rton case the Inisband 
obtained a decree of divorce In Ken- 
tucky, where they resided as husband 
and wife, after the wife bad left the 
husband and gone to th« home of her 
parents in Clinton, N. Y. In his opin- 
ion Justice Gray called attention and 
laid stress upon the fact that Ken- 
tucky was the place of their marital 
residence, and he also brought out the 
fact that notice of the husband's p( ti- 
tion for divorce had been forwarded 
to .N'l'W York and that she had made 
no response The Kentucky cou'-t 
thereupon had granted the decree 
The question Involved was, he said, 
whether the decree was valid in New 
York, the fpiestion having- l»-en raised 
by a counter i)roc<'e(ling of the wife 
for divorce In .\.-w York. He conclud- 
ed that owing to the fact of her for 
mer residence in Kentucky and the 

fact that due notice bad tieen given 
her, Mrs. Atherton was a-^ much bound 
by the Kentucky decree as if she had 
been present in the court when it was 
granted. Hence the decision of the 
New York supreme court in favor of 
the wife and against the validity of 
the Kentuc kv dec ree was reversed. 

The other two cases also came from 
New York In the Mc II c ase the que& 
tion of the validity of a decree grant- 
ed the husband in Pennsylvania was 
raised, and in the Streilwolf c ii .<■ the 
same question was raised c(>n( erning 
a decree granted to the husband In 
North Dakota, in both these cases 
the decrees were held to be invalid be- 
cause neither the husband nor wife 
had domiciled in the state in which 
the divorce was granted Th. re 
fore. ' said Justice Gray, 'the deciees 
are not entitled to credit ' In these 
cases the finding of the New York 
courts were afflrmed.

Washington. April 15.— The state 
dcpsftmenthas been advised through 
the. American ambassador at Rome 
ahd tha Italian foreign office that Ba- 
ron Fava will be succeeded as ambas- 
sador from Italy by the Marquis Obiz- 
zo Malispino di Carl)onara, at present 
minister for Italy in the Argentine re 
public. Tha marqula has had a wide 
diplomatic experience and served in 
Washington as one of the attaches of 
the Italian legation about 10 yeais 
ago. He will receive a substantial 
promotion by his new aiiiuiintnu at 
rising frofa the rank of minister to 
that of ambassador. 

Baron Fava. t!i ■ retiring ambassa- 
dor Is a man of remarkable diplomatic 
experience, his servic e in behalf of his 
country covering some of the most ex- 
citing periods in the Italian history. 
He is about 65 years old and began 
his diplomatic career as secretary of 
the ministry at Triest. Kingdom of Na 
pies. He had subsequently took a 
prominent part in a successful effort 
to federate the Italian states, and re- 
entering the diplomatic service under 
the famous Cavour ministry, he be- 
came first secretary at Berne. Thence 
in turn he went to The Hague, to 
Constantinople, to Roumania and 
finally to Buends Ayres, where he was 
minister. Just as his successor is to- 
day. Baron Fava came to Washing- 
ton in 1881. 80 he has seen 20 years 
continuous service at Washington.

Kansas City. .Mo., April 16.— Mrs. 
Carrie .Nation, who was afrested on a 
charge of obstructing the streets, was 
arraigned before Police Judge McAu- 
ley, fined fSOO and given until 6 
o'clock p. m. to leave the city, the fine 
to stand suspended during her ab- 
sence. The judge warned .Mrs. Nation 
if she was found in the city after that 
hour she would be arrested and plac- 
ed in Jail. She agreed to leave town 
and 15 minutes later boarded a street 
car for Kansas City, Kan. 

Mrs. Nation appeared in court early, 
accotnpanied by her brother and a 
woman friend. The court room was lit- 
erally Jammed with people, and the 
people filled the doorway and crowded 
the hall. St veial cast s were eali( d 
before Mrs. Nation's, and sin wat< h( d 
the proceedings with manifest impa- 
tience. When Judge McAuley finally 
asked Mrs. Nation what she had to 
say to the charge against h< r. she 
arose instantly and delivered h< iself 
of a fierce tirade against police and 
court. She pleaded that she was mere- 
ly waiting for a car when arrested, 
and was making the best of her time 
in the mi^'itiiiK' liy talking to the 
crowd that had gatheri'd. 

A police man testified th;it several 
cars went by with Mrs. Nation 
making an attempt to board any of 
them. This caused Mrs. Nation's ire 
to rise and she flatly denied the state- 
ment. "There was no car in sight," she 
snapped, "and 1 want you to know that 
I am a lady and tell thet ruth." 

Judge McAuley then gave his decis- 
ion and warned Mrs. Nation not to 
come to town again. "Missouri at 
mospbere." he said, 'is not adapted to 
longhaired men, short-haired women 
and whistling girls." 

The crowd applauded loudly at the 
dec ision. Mrs. Nation submitted mild- 
ly and promised to leave the ( ity Im- 
mediatcly. remarking tliat "the town 
was filled to overflowing with hell 
broth." A ciowd of several hundred 
people followed the saloon smasher as 
she left the courtroom and made for^a 
car, and soon saw her Started for the 
Kansis state line. 

The fine will be he Id over MrS. fit/- 
tion in case she should return to the 
city, and until she Is released from 
the court's order she Is practically 
barred from visiting Kansas City. Mrs. 
Nation pleiulcd tliat she wished to go 
to Liberty. .Mo., within a few days and 
asked if she would be permitted tr» 
pass through Kansas City en route.

SOME TIMELY ADVICE FRDM THE 
TIMESSTAR. 

The following from the Cincinnati 
Times-Star concerning "the fear of 
imallpox" contains some timely ad- 
Tic* on a aubject that has proved a very 
•zponstve one to the people of Kentucky 
in recent years : 

Wild ('xciteiiii iit w;i8 f:inHt il in a cheap 
New York i)OitniinK-hoti,-'e the other day 
by the suspicion ttiat one of the boarders 
bad smallpox. The allet;e<i victim— a 
■mall Hungarian Kirl, who could speak 
little Knglifih— had been in distress for 
■everal nights. At firt-t she was disin- 
clined to divulge her trouble, but after 
much persua-sion she attempted to ex- 
plain. The effort wat' aevere, but after 
much difHculty she was enabled to im- 

i>resa upon her anxious audience the 
act that abe bad not been able to sleep 
for aeTeral nigbte. Then she laid bare 
her arm. Il wm covered with a number 
of red blotehee. The apectators were at 
once thrown into a panic and hurried 
from the room. Their only belief waa 
that the girl waa the victim of a ma- 
lignant case of amallpoz. It ia needlees 
to aay that thia particular boarding- 
boQse waa not a thickly populated por- 
tion of the metropolis for the rest oi the 
day. Crowds stood at a little diatROce, 
however, aod atoned for their absence 
by the loudness of their excited and 
fearful chatter oB tha dread diacloaare of 
the morning. 

Finally a doctor arrived upon the fccne 
and discovered that the whole trouble 
was caused by be(llini;s. Blotclies, lack 
of sleep, everything!, was caused by the 
attacks of these insects of the night. 
The excitetueiit at orce quieted down, 
b\U the outrHjied landla<ly threatens to 
sue the guilty persons who gave the 
character of her boda aoeb nnoalled-for 
notoriety. 

There is a moral in this tale of the 
smallpox and the bedbugs. There eeems 
to be a niagii in the former name which 
enables its merest mention to throw 
otherwise sensible people in*o a panic. 
Pneumonia, consumption, typhoid, all 
the terrors of our modern life, are allow- 
ed to go on their wav with scarcely a 
thought. Viriia-tamed smallpox, how- 
ever, is still a terror, and its slighest ap- 
pearence is the sign for a miniature reign 
of terror in the afflicted neighborhood. 
Stop spitting in public conveyances, boil 
yoirr typhoid-laden water and let imalN 
pox take care of itaelf, except for the oc- 
casional administration of a little vac- 
cine ! The result will be a much smaller 
death rate in the future than there has 
ever been in the amallpox-careful, but 
ooBanmption*and-tvphoid-carelaaa paat.

The trial of Capt. Garnet Ripley for 
implication in the aaaassination of Gov- 
ernor Gkiebel waa reanned Monday with 

Ripley himself on the stand. Ripley 
testified that be knew Taylor from Janu- 
ary, 1900. Youtsey was pointed out to 
him after that time. He bad seen Jim 
Howard and Powers since his incarcera- 
tion in jttl. 

He met Taylor first January 16tb and 
talked with him about a military com- 
pany at Plcasureville, which the defend- 
ant bad been trying to get up. Taylor 
was favorable to It and he (Ripley) came 
hack again Jan. 20th to make final ar- 
raiigementa about the equipment of the 
ompany. He again called on Taylor, 
Hiiii found bim looking ba<ily and re- 
marked upon the (act. Taylor replied: 
''These are horrible times, and some ir- 
responsible crank is likely to kill Mr. 
Qoebel." The witness said he thought 
the eitaation not that bad, and went to ask 
Taylor about the military company. 
"My Ood, ia that company not ready 
yet'" 

The defendant said these were the 
only oocaaiona he waa in Frankfort pfior 

to the assassination. He was never in 
Frankfort at a meeting of the Republi- 
cans incidental to the gabematorial con- 
test. The matter of the organization of 
a military company at Pleasureville, 
Ripley said, had been ^ contemplation 
by him two or three yeara. Taylor went 
with the defendant to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral and gave orders for its organization. 
Witneas aaid he asked Taylor whether it 
was necessary to get an order from the 
County Judge for the organization of the 
military company. Taylor said this was 
not neceaeary, aa Governor Bradney had 
mustered in companiai withoat OOnaillt- 
ing County Judges. 

His company waa muatered in Jan. 
L'7th, and the defendant elected Captain. 
At this meeting it was arranged that Rip- 
ley ahould come to Franklin to look after 
the equipments, and he came on the 
29th, the day on which the conversation 
with Taylor occurred. 

On the evening of Jan. 30tb the de- 
fendant received a apecial delivery letter 
from Governor Taylor, ordering his com- 
pany to Frankfort at once. Tbe letter 
made no mention of the aaaaavination, 
which took place that forenoon. He 
went to Eminence and arranged for the 
tranaportalkm of the company on a 
freight which left Eminesca early the 
next morning. 

He contradicted tbe testimony of Wit- 
nesses Ferguson and Crawford as to the 
alleged abusive remarks concerning Goe- 
bel, and denied that he ever said hg had

The venerable Golonel W. W. lamar, 

whose critical comlition was mentioned 
Monday, died last evening at ti.'.iO o'clock 
at the Cincinnati Hospitil.

The Comnaon- 
wealth, the weekly paper of the town, 
realising that there wu nothing (or the 
growth of the town in mere trading, 
began to agitate for f^ctorieB. In its dee- 
peration, after months of unsucceeaful 
agitation for factoriet, it aaid that even 
a tanyard wouhi be better than nothing. 
At the time the paper waa contending 
for a oottoB mill. Ita efforti lo this <fi- 
rection were finally Biicceepful, and it 
now iiae t)ie eatiufaction of recording the 
fact that after the tiret ttnitting mill 
(Acame other mills and other kinds of man- 
ufacturing establiehments, until to-day 
the weekly pay-rolls amount to 11,100. 
Tbia amoant may not appear great, but 
it ii Jnat f 1,100 more than the amount of 
moBey earned in the town ten years at;o, 
and ia an apt illuatration of the advant- 
agaa accruing from the location of indoa* 
tries in any community. 

The spirit of the Commonwealth haa 
baan manife*tcd in bundreda of Soatb- 

am towns, and even in cifie." which al- 
ready have a hi^h etandinK industrially. 
For example, at the last annual meet- 
ing of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Charlotte, N. C, Mr. R. M. Miller, Jr., 
Chairman of the committee on man- 
ofaoturera' interests, made a report 
strongly advocating an increased water 
supply, hetter facilities for small and 
cheap units of power, either steam, elec* 



trie or gas, and the erection of a man- 

ufactnrinf; apartment building for the 
encouragement of small indui^tries with 
a common source of power. He recalled 
the fact that the largest mill in North 
Carolina to-day is an evolution from a 
small plant of a few years ago, and that 
another small cotton mill, which cost 
$100,000 five years ago, has since that 
time paid its stockholders 140,000, and 
he made the point that the succestfal 
mannlactaring city is built up primarily 
by BOiali and diverBitied iudustriaa, ntber 
than by large single plants. 

In Texas indiTidnals and organisationa 
are conducting a persifitent campaign for 
the establishment of industriea which 
will work np natural resources of the 
State into wealth. Mr. John Howard, 
one of these workers, instances at Athens 
a pottery plant started about three years 
ago by a yoang man from Illinois with a 
few dollars saved savtrd from his daily 
earnings, which is now shipping its wares 
by the car-load to diti'erent points, and a 
flre-brick plant, the prodncta of wbicb 
are in c'emand all over Texas, and at 
Elgin a press brick plant, and be asserts 
that the experience of man of limited 
means at these points in buiMinK "p 
large manufacturing concerna may be 
duplicated alsawbare. 

8o the etory runs through the South. 
Here and there modest begioninga are 
growing into substantial indoatriM and 
are contributing their quota to the ma- 
terial advance of the w hole South.

Porto Rico a Coontry of Farms. 

[From World s Work ] 

Of the 953,243 population of Porto 
Hico only 76.000 live in dtloo. On tbe 
island but 100 miles lon^ and thirty-six 
miles wide are 40,000 district farms and 
one-fifth of the island under cultivation 
The average size of a farm in Porto Rico 
is forty-five acres, of which twelve are 
cultivated. Seventy-one per cent, of 
theae Porto Kican farms are owned by 
wbitea and tbe rest by negroes. Ninety- 
three percent, of all the farms are cuiti 
vatad by tbair owneis, a higher rate of 
owner enltivation than tbe "United States 
van show, where the proportion is l)Ut 
72 per cent. Thirty-eight per cent, of 
Porto Ricans are colored. In Porto Rico 
83 per cent, of the colored people are of 
mixed blood. The percentage of illiter- 
acy in Porto Rico ia very bigb— about 84
